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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jeffrey Calfa on 12-8-04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1) Claim 10 should be renumbered as " Claim 9". 

2) Claim 10, line 1; after "display of " claim 9 " should be "claim 8". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach an illuminated animated display, comprising: a housing; a light source 
within the housing; a platen at least partially clear in front of the light source within the 
housing; the platen having a projection face opposite the light source, the Droiection 
face having a transparencv film with interleaved images engaged: a flexible mask 
having opaoue and transparent sections, the flexible mask held in vicinity of the platen 
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over the film: two independently operable motors, one engaged one side of the flexible 
mask one engaged on an opposite side of the flexible mask, the motors horizontally 
aligning the transparent sections on the mask oyer image sections of the film on the 
platen to allow light from the light source to project the images: the two motors for 
yertically repositioning the mask to allow changing of proiection images: and two light 
sensors, one engaged to one side of the mask and one engaged to an opposite side of 
the mask, the light sensors for providing alignment feedback information for automatic 
control of the two motors as mentioned in Claim 1 and the light sensors having a light 
transmitting element and the sensors also for measuring light reflected back from 
opague portions of the mask as mentioned in Claim 5. 

Also, an illuminated animated display, comprising: a housing; a light source within the 
housing; a lenticular lens in front of the light source with the housing; the lenticular lens 
having a projection face opposite the light source , the lenticular lens having individual 
lenticule portions for prelecting light in a line: an image transparency having translucent 
images in front of the lenticular lens: a flexible mask held in vicinity of the lenticular lens 
over the image transparency, the mask having opaoue and transparent areas: and a 
positioner for aligning the transparent areas of the mask over the translucent images on 
the image transparency to allow light from the light source to proiect the translucent 
images as mentioned in Claim 8.
